[21st December, 1974] 

An Act further to amend the Rcprcitentation of the People Act, 1951. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-fifth Year of the Republic 
('I India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called thf Rc'prcsentation of the People 
(Amendment) Act, 1974. 

(2) Tt shall be deemed to have einne into force on the 19th day of 
October, 1974. 

2. In section 77 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951, in sub¬ 
section (1), the following ExpUirMtiunn shall be inserted at the end, 
namely: —

‘Explanaiion 1.—Notwithstanding any judgment, order or decision 
of any court to the contrary, any expenditure incurred or authorized 
in connection with the election of a candidate by a political party 
or by any other association or body of persons or by any individual 
(other than the candidate or his election agent) shall not be deemed 
to be, and shall not ever be deemed to have been, expenditure in 
connection wuth the election incurred or authorized by the candidate 
or by his election agent for the pui'poses of this sub-section; 
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Repeal. 


Provided that nothing contained in this Explanation shall affect— 

(a) any judgment, order or decision of the Supreme Court 
whereby the election of a candidate to the House of the People 

or to the Legislative Assembly of a State has been declared void 
or set aside before the commencement of the Representation of 
the People (Amendment) Ordinance, 1974; of 1974. 

(b) any judgment, order or decision of a High Court where¬ 
by the election of any such candidate has been declared void or 
set aside before the commencement of the said Ordinance If no 
appeal has been preferred to the Supreme Court against such 
judgment, order or decision of the High Court before such com¬ 
mencement and the period of limitation for filing such appeal has 
expired before such commencement. 

Explanation 2.—For the purposes of Explanation 1, “political 
party’’ shall have the same meaning as in the Election Symbols 
(Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968, as for the time being in 
force,’. 

3. The Representation of the People (Amendment) Ordinance, 1974, 13 of 1974 . 
is hereby repealed.
